Emulation in the hunt- 
ing field, for example, that dares an im- 
possible leap beguiles tho sympathies 
Emulation in eating poi~oii inspires dis^ 
gust.

AH congressman from Ohio he j 
advocated the free coinage of silver 
and it wafc to -him that President-elect 
Cleveland addressed his notorious anti- 
silver letter before his inauguration in 
1885 In an interview in Washington a 
day or two ago h« said: 


" This is not only the life and death 


struggle 01 bimetallism, but of metallic 
money. Tf the Sherman silver purchase 
law IH repealed unconditionally, afe sup- 
plementary to tho action of the British 
government m closing the mints of 
India, it will put an end to the auto- 
matic regulation of money for the 
world. That is it will result in the 
abandonment of the automatic regula- 
tion of money all over the world that 
i.arf existed ever feince the commence- 
ment of the era of civilization. It 
means such an economic revolution as 
was never known before 


"The advocates) of monometallism 


stand on the very brink of a precipice 
and are m imminent danger of being 
toppled over into a bottomless abyss. 
The adrmnifctiution is now pressing for 
the uncoiiditioufal repeal of the silver 
purchase law, and in making that eon- 
biuninalion its llret and most promi- 
nent issue floes not realize that it is 
HO wing the wind and must reap the- 
whilwmd. The distribution of federal 
patronage aa a m»ans toward this and, 
rewarding, or premising to reward 8»n- 
atorrf and members of the house for the 
abandonment of their views whicu 
hitherto were favorable to bimetsllism, 
and puuishmg o» ignoring those wno 
retuse 
to 
be 
either cajoled 
or 


driven into bub<*erri«nco to tho gold 
standard must oC necessity produco a 
resentment far-r«oh*ng in its e*'eet.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 1.—An evening 


paper has the following special from 
Washington- 


"Now that the president has called 


congress together, the all-important 
question is ' What will it do J" As a 
matter of fact nobody can tell. 
The 


house, which is always more amicable 
to the executive than the Senate, will 
probably repeal the Sherman law, but 
not without a fight. 


" Bland and other free silver men will 


exhaust every privilege allowed them 
under the rules to delay action and will 
filibuster just aa long as they are per- 
mitted, but it is virtually settled by 
the democrats that the rules of the 
next house will partake somewhat of 
the nature of the Reed rules. Filibus- 
tering will be reduced to a minimum 
Indeed it is no secret that the Demo- 
crats of the house intend to follow very 
closely upon the Heed rules in some 
respects. 
"The house will be organized in a 


hurry under pi esaure from the presi- 
dent. Crisp will be reelected speaker 
without opposition. 
He will arrange 


the committees expeditiously and in 
the meantime the committee on rules 
which will be appointed first will pro- 
ceed to prepare a code of rules. Thera 
will be certain provisions deliberately 
designed to prevent the friends of 
silver from delaying the vote on the 
repeal of the Sherman act, and at the 
south end of the capitol at least the 
president's program will be carried 
out." The opposition in the senate will be 
more effective. Senators Stewart and 
Jones of [Nevada, together with other 
silver advocates will make a determinec 
fight. They will oppose the repeal of 
the Sherman law unless legislation 
more favorable to silver be offered as a 
substitute that will not be conceded 


Republicans and Democrats who de 


mand the repeal of the Sherman act 
will insist upon its unconditional re 
peal. There will be no previous ques 
tion in the senate; no way whatever o' 
curtailing debate except by fixing the 
hour for the final vote and then making 
it a question of physical endurance 
Senator Stewart is a long and enduring 
talker himself and he could consume a 
week at least. There is no way of chang 
ing the senate rules so as to cut off de- 
bate. That would not be tolerated. I 
would be contrary 
to 
establishec 


usages. The president himself has en 
tertained doubts as to whether a ma 
jority of the senate would vote to re 
peal the Sherman act. He is not ye 
entirely convinced that a majority wil 
promptly show up on that side.

A 
Simple Method for Preparing an 


JSificient Beineily. 


In view of the danger of a fresh oat- 


break of the fatal epidemi* during the 
year, it is to be expected, says Elec- 
tricity, that disinfectants not only will 
rise enormously in price, but that the 
demand will exceed the production, 
and it will be of interest to point out a 
simple method for the preparation of 
liquids containing chlorine, the aetiv e 
agent of the most efficient of disinfect- 
ants, chlorite of lime. By passing an 
electric current through an aqueous 
solution of soluble chloride, both the 
chloride and water are decomposed. 
At the positive pole a very unstable 
chlorate is formed, which has very 
powerful oxidizing properties, while at 
the negative pole another oxide is 
formed, capable of precipitating most 
organic substances. 


We thus obtain by electrolysis a 


liquid which has the following proper- 
ties: (1) It completely destroys the 
organic substances formed by putre- 
faction, as well as the noxious gases 
generated, "such as sulphuretted hydro- 
gen, ammonium sulphate, marsh gas, 
etc., and it also destroys all bacilli and 
other living ferments; (2) it precipi- 
tates albuminous substances of all 
kinds, and other suspicious ingredients 
contained in water; in other words it 
clarifies the water. This method has 
already been used for technical pur- 
poses, such as bleaching paper-pulp 
and starch, and might be used with ad- 
vantage for the bleaching of our linen, 
which receives such barbarous treat- 
ment on the part of the laundress. 
Why should this method not also be 
used for the disinfection of refuse, 
water-closets and contaminated water? 
It would certainly be of the greatest 
value in caso of another outbreak of 
cholera, and especially in seaports, 
provided it were properly developed 
and rendered applicable on a large 
scale. The source of chlorine in a sea- 
port is inexhaustible; it is simply sea- 
water. It does not signify in the least 
from whence the chlorine, the most 
powerful of all disinfecting agents, is 
derived; we have in sea-water an inex- 
haustible supply of the raw material, 
and in electrolysis an excellent method 
for the production of the active agent.
